Mr.  £Jitor. 

One  of  the  principal  topics  of  con- 
versation the  world  over,  is  the 
weather  ;  but  when  there  has  pre- 
vailed the  very  perfection  of  weather 
here  for  thirteen  days,  jnst  like  per- 
fect June  days  in  New  England,  it 
may  be  excusable  at  the  very  begio- 
i  ing  of  my  letter  to  this  old  topic. 
The  days  have  been  of  cloudless  sun- 
shine, the  nights  refulgent  in  splendor 
under  the  rays  of  the  full  moon.  The 
thermometer  has  touched  81  0  in  the 
shade  at  noon  on  two  or  tbree  days, 
and  the  evening  temperature  of  70  0 
out  of  doors  bas  been  deliriously 
agreeable.  The  days  have  been  made 
to  order  for  fishing  excursions,  or  any 
outdoor  sports,  and  the  evenings  for 
boat  rides  on  the  placid  waters  of 
Hamilton  Harbor,  through  Fairy 
Lind,  and  even  out  upon  the  coral 
reefs,  or  riding  and  walking.
